Marietta, Ga., August 10.—(Special.)— 
Sam Robinson, a:lias Sam Bixby, was 
tried and convicted this morning, and 
sentenced to be hanged September Ist. 

The town was perfectly quiet and or- 
derly and no demonstrations were made. 
There were not any more people in town 
today than have been attending court 
this week. The trial was orderly and 
properly and well conducted in every 
way. Judge Gober is to be congratulated 
for the quiet, sensible and positive way in 
which the case has been eonducted, With 
the amount of feeling that existed at first 
there would, in all probability, have been 
another lynching had it not been for the 
wise directions of Judge Gober. 

At 8:30 o’clock this morning the special 
train bearing Robinson, in charge of 
Sheriff Bishop and Constable Brewer and 
escorted by 150 soldiers ef the Fifth Geor- 
gia regiment, in charge of Major Barker, 
arrived. The traih stopped at Pow- 
der Springs crossing, @ quarter of a 
mile south of the depot, where the pris- 
oner and escort got off. They were met 
at the train by Judge Gober. The pris- 
oner and gheriffs were placed in the mid- 
die of a square formed by about 100 sol- 
diers with advance and rear guards and 
in this position marched to the court- 
house. 

The front doors of the courtroom had 
been locked all the morning and bailiffs 
placed at the rear stairway, allowing 
only jurors, lawyers, newspaper men and 
parties to the trial to enter the court- 
room, so there were but few present to 
hear it. 

The prisoner was brought in and guards 
stationed in front and down the hall of 
the courthouse and no one was allowed 
to come near, 

At 9 o’clock the attorneys-for the state 
and defense began to impanel] a jury. 
The evidence was all in at 10 o’clock and 
at five minutes after 10 o’clock the 
speeches of the two attorneys for the de- 
fendant and the solicitor general had all 
been made. 

The judge took five minutes in charging 
the jury, making his charge very full and 
covering al] the points. ,

After the old man’s attempt at assault 
became known in the community a mob 
quick!y gathered and the officers were 
compelled, in order to save their prisoner 
from violence, to carry him immediately 
to Buchanan, the county seat, nine miles 
from this place.

The negro 
drew his knife and pursued her a short 
distance, but as she was near home when 
she met him, stopped before he got close 
to the house. 

The alarm was given, and a party start- 
ed in pursuit, but up to noon today the 
negro had not been caught. He is said 
to be a mulatto, about twenty years old, 
and weighing about 120 pounds.

|TWO FIRMS ARE TOGETHER’ 


Bethlehem and Oarnegie Oompaniecs | 


Present Same Figures, 


ROYALTY 1S CHARGED IN BIDS 


Carnegie and Bethlehem Refuse To 
Put in an Offer for Full 
Amount. 


Washington, August 10—Bids for the 
armor for the eight battleships, eix ar- 
mored crutsers and three protected cruls- 
ers, authorized by the last two sessions 
‘of congress, were opened at the navy de- 
partment today. There were but three 
bidders. The armor advertised for aggre- 
gates 35,980 tons and constitutes the 
largest item of its character ever opened 
to competition by the navy department. 
The Carnegie and Bethlehem Steel Com- 
panies, which have heretofore monop- 
olized the production of armor plate for 
the use of the government, had a rival 
today in the Midvale Steel Company, of 
Midvale, Pa. 

The Bethlehem and Carnegie companies 
each bid for only half of the armor to 
be furnished and their bids were identi- 
cal in amount, terms of delivery and 
other features. The Midvale company bid 
for the entire amount of armor at @ 
price considerably below those of the 
other companies and also included in their 
bids a sliding upward scale for lesser 
amounts than the total aggregate, with 
the condition, however, that the bid 
should not be considered unless 20,000 tons 
or more should be awarded to them. 

The bids by the Carnegie and Bethle- 
hem companies are each for 15,000 tons of 
face hardened armor of class A, that_is 
armor for battleships and armored cruls- 
ers of five inches or more in thickness 
at $445 per ton exclusive of a@ royalty of 
$45 per ton, making an aggregate of cost 
to the government of $7,350,000 for 15,000 
tons of arnior of this class. On the class 
B armor for the battleships and armored 
cruisers, which is face hardened armor 
of less than 6 inches in thickness and of 
which 3.800 tons are to be furnished, each 
bid at the rate of $400 per ton exclusive 
of a royalty, amounting to $11.20 per 
ton, making an aggregate bid of $1,562,560 
for this class of armor. For class C 
armor. which includes the diagonal ar- 
mor bulk head plates, etc., not face har- 
dened. of which 1,150 tons are to be fur- 
nished, the bid was $400 in each instance, 
or an aggregate of $460,000 for the armor 
of this class. Each company explained 
that its bid must be considered as a 
whole and if awarded the contract under 
it Krupp armor would be furnished. 

The bid of the Midvale Steel Company 
was a flat bid to furnish the total of 
31,000 tons of class A. armor at $438 a 
ton, an aggregate of $13,578,000 with no 
royalty charge to the government. 

In the letters of transmittal that ac- 
companied the bids of both the Bethle- 
hem and Carnegie companies it was stat- 
ed that the navy department’s conditions 
as laid down in the advertisement were 
“not applicable to the production of 
Krupp armor,” and that the bidders 
should expect ‘‘such reasonable modifica- 
tions of the departmerit’s conditions as 
would be necessary.” 

This means that the companiés will not 
allow the naval officers detailed on in- 
spection duty to watch the manufacture 
of the Krupp plates through the entire 
process. The companies claim that this 
was among the conditions on which the 
secret of the process was purchased 
abroad. No action will be taken upon to- 
day’s bids until] the return of Secretary 
Long, when he will decide whether he 
will accept them or pursue the alterna- 
tive course of erecting a government ar- 
mor plant.

In his declaration one 
paragraph reads: “Ballot No. 245 is fraud- 
ulent and illegal because it is a repetition 
of ballot No, 212.” In all the paragraphs 
particular numbers on ballots are men- 
tioned. 

It will be remembered that on the 
night of August Ist the ballot boxes and 
voting lists of all the precincts of the 
county were stolen from the vault in 
the courthouse and when this fact was 
published in this column a strong denial 
of any knowledge of them was sent up 
from Rochelle and published in The Con. 
stitution, declaring that if the ballots 
were stolen, Abbeville got them.

it gives him no chance at all to reply to

and started back to find an umbrella he 
had dropped. 

White says on the road just after hc 
started back he saw Iverson and another 
negro near the road concealed in the 
shadow of some trees. Iverson, he says, 
hadagun. gs§00n after he passed the men 
he heard the report of a gun, and on 
going back n.et Iverson and his companion 
coming down the road. He claims he 
mid not recognize the other man. He 
found. Hamilton dead, and he was after- 
wards told by King that he, too, believed 
Iverson fired the fatal shot. 

An effort has been made by attorneys 
for the five negroes, who are confined in 
the police barracks, to get them trans- 
ferred to the jail through habeas corpus 
proceedings. The matter has been tak- 
en before Judge Falligant, but no hearing 
has yet been had. The object of this 
move on the part of the attorneys is to 
prevent the detectives from pumping and 
worming confessions out of them, which 
is the common practice. The attorneys 
and the police have had Sevéral sharp 
spats over the matter, and the former 
were refused permission on one occasion 
to see their clients until they secured 
permission from the solicitor general.

Horses are perishing all over the city 
and the mortality amung them threatens 
to equal that of the record-breaking 
August hot spell of 1896, when so many 
died that business was seriously crippled.

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WESTCOTT TALKS 
IN CARTER CASE 


The Ex-Captain’s Father-in-Law 


Goes on Witness Stand, 


SURPRISE TO DEFENDANTS 


Witness Says His Daughter's Husband 
Gave Him Money, 


GREENE PASSED OVER CASH 100 


Father-in-Law of the Convict Now 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., 
Tells a Most Interest- 
ing Story to the 
Court. 


New York, August 10.—The hearing in 
the proceedings to secure the removal of 
John F. Gaynor, W. T. Gaynor, E. H. 
Gaynor and Benjamin D. Greene, accused 
of conspiracy to defraud the government, 
to the jurisdiction of the Georgia courts, 
was continued before United States Com- 
missioner Shields today. 

Mr. Kellogg, of counsel for the defen- 
dants, anrgguhce#® *hat he had produced, 
as called upon, a book of the minutes of 
the meetings of the Atlantic Contracting 
Company for 1891 and 1892. 

J W. O. Sterley, chief clerk of the 
engineer’s office at Savannah, the first 
witness questioned by United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Erwin, of Georgia, said he 
had seen ex-Captain O. M. Carter on 
August 15, 1898, at the University Club, 
in this city, and there conferred with him 
as to specifications for certain work to be 
done at Savannah. He was cross-ex- 
amined and excused. The prosecution 
then sprang a decided surprise on counsel 
for the defendants by calling to the wit- 
ness stand Robert T. Westcott, former 
Captain Carter’s father-in-law. During 
Carter’s court-martial and prior thereto 
he claimed that many of the bonds and 
securities In his possession and which he 
hypothecated for various sums of money 
had been placed in his hands by Mr. 
Westcott and also claimed a power of 
attorney from his father-in-law, During 
the preceedings of the board of inquiry 
Mr. Westcott went to Europe. Mr. Kel- 
loge, of counsel, said when Westcott was 
called: 

‘‘We were not prepared for this and find 
ourselves much embarrassed. We were 
prepared to cross-examine Captain Gil- 
lette, but not Mr. Westcott.” 

Mr. Westcott, after being questioned on 
preliminary points, said Captain Benja- 
min D. Greene met him at the Hoffman 
house and handed him a package of 
bonds, asking that he take care of them. 

“Carter told me about the board of in- 
quiry and that he expected to be ar- 
rested,”’ said Mr. Westcott, ‘‘and asked 
me if I would receive the bonds from 
Greene. I demurred. He insisted and I 
finally assented. Then Greene met me at 
the Hoffman house October 11, 1897, and 
gave me the bonds. I deposited them in 


the New York Safe Deposit Company.” 


| concluded 


The witness said Carter asked him to 
go before the board of inquiry and testify 
that the large amounts of money Carter 
was spending were received from him. 

“But I told him,” said Westcott, ‘‘that 
I could not do that—that I could not 
swear to a lie.” 

Mr. Kellogge’s objection to answers 
made by Westcott precipitated personali- 
ties between counsel in which Westcott 
asked for’ protection. Commissioner 
Shields assured Westcott he would be 
protected as a witness and the examina- 
tion was resumed. ; 

It was then brought out that previous 
to the sessions of the board of inquiry 
both Captain Carter and Benjamin D. 
Greene had gone to Mr. Westcott and 
asked him to take the bonds and secur!i- 
ties. This was done, according to counsel 
for the prosecution, because it was known 
that Carter had money on deposit that he 
could not well have made from his salary. 
Consequently Westcott was asked to be- 
come a member of the Atlantic Contract- 
ing Company to account for his having 
the bonds and securities. This he re- 
fused, but placed the bonds in a safe de- 
posit vault (Carter’s). 

The powers of attarney were shown 
from Westcott which gave Carter entire 
contro] of all Westcott’s business affairs. 
The bonds and ‘securities that were hand- 
ed Westcott, to the amount of $450,000, 
néver appeared in the board of inquiry 
proceedings. Westcott identified the pow- 
ers of attorney given bv him to Carter 
and told in detail of receiving the $450,000 
worth of bonds and securities from Car- 
ter and Greene. He also identified a num- 
her of chécks drawn by him in favor of 
Benjamin D.. Greene, aggregating in 
amount $49,000. These sums he paid at the 
reauest of Captain Carter, who paid them 
back in various sums at different times. 

Witness met Captain Carter in New 
York in September, 1894, by request and 
Carter gave him $100,000 to take care of 
until Carter returned from Georgia. I* 
was also pspught out that different men 
in Savannah have leans of large amounts, 
the money for which purported to. come 
from Mr. Westcott. Mr. Westcott knew 
nothing about these. Checks for the 
amounts of three.gf these loans were put 
in evidence today, as follows: Bierne 
Gordon $10,000, to John Lyons $15,000 and 
to Matthew Cunningham $10,000. 

The contention of the prosecution In 
this matter is that money advanced on 
the loans was not Westcott’s, but be- 
longed to Captain Carter. 

Testimony was also given relative to 9 
partnership existing pefween Westcott 
and Carter fqur years ago in which both 
had built residénce houses in Orange, N. 
J.. and the prosecution contends that half 
the money for these contracts belonged to 
Captain Carter. 

After recess Captain C. E. Gillette, who 
succeeded Captain Carter in the United 
States engineers’ office in Savannah, was 
called to the stand and subjected to 2 
eross examiration by Mr. Kellogg for the 
defense. 

An attempt was made to shake Captain 
Gillette’s testimony as an expert, since 
be had previously testified that the work 
in many cases under the Gaynor-Greene 
contracts was not what it should have 
been. 

Arthur 8. Cooper, a former jovernment 
engineer, who had been empld¢yed by Cap- 
tain Car‘er as an inspector on the work 
done at Savannah harbor, was called for 
cross examination. His ability and com- 
petency were questioned by Mr. Kellogg. 
In reply to questions he stated that dur- 
ing the time he was employed as inspec- 
tor he was sent to the works very sel- 
dom, not to exceed half a dozen times 
he said when pressed for a detailed an- 


swer.

New Chwang Is Now in the Hands 
of the Invaders. 


St. Petersburg, August 10.—The Russian 
admiralty has received the following dis- 
patch from Admiral] Alexieff: 

‘New Chwang, Sunday, August 5.—The 
Chinese town of New Chwang,. on the 
gulf of Liao Tung, was captured August 
4th, two warships taking part-in the 
bombardment. The inhabitanfs were dis- 
armed.”’ 

The Russian war office has received the 
following dispatch from General Grode- 


kof?f: 

‘‘Khabaraovsk, August 9.—General Ren- 
nenkampf, August 7th, overtook and de- 
feated n * enemy beyond the Amur river, 
capturing two guns. The battle was con- 
tinued as far as Jgest. During the even- 
ing of August 7th the Chinese assumed 
the offensive on both our flanks. They 
were driven back with great loss. Ren- 
nenkampf has been re-enforced with in- 
fantry, artillery and cavalry. The rail- 
road north of Tashi Tsao is in the hands 
of the Chinese, who destroyed the station 
at Hai Cheng August 6th, and damaged 
the line Hai Cheng was recaptured after 
an obstinate fight. The mountain floods 
interfere with the reconstruction of the 
line.’’ 

It is officially announced that the Rus- 
sian troops captured Kharbin August 3d. 


FELL THROUGH A SKYLIGHT. 


Accident to a Georgian Visiting in

Chattanooga, Tenn., August 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Tom Tallent, a farmer residing 
near Cloud Springs, Catoosa county, 
Georgia, was the victim of a serious ac- 
cident at 1 o’clock today in this city.

Now behold the results brought 
about by the exigencies of the cam- 
paign under the orders of Senator Han- 
na. Mr Hoar was told that in order 
to retain a place in public life he must 
grab hold of the coat tails of Henry 
Cabot Lodge, and he immediately grab- 
bed, crying out a vociferous “me, too,” 
to his colleague’s jaudation of the great 
and good McKinley. 

Hence the praise that is now heaped 
upon him by the administration .or- 
gans. Senator Wellington and former 
Congressman Johnson refused to dance 
to the crack of the Hanna whip, and 
we are told in consequence that these 
gentlemen have no influence and their 


selves. The men who say this do not 
believe it. They know, if they know 
anything at all, that it was Senator 
Wellington’s work and Senator Wel- 
lington’s management that made it pos- 
sible for Maryland to be in the repube 
lican column, and they know that with- 
out his active aid there is no chance 
for McKinley to carry that state. They 
know, too, that Mr. Johnson is one 
of the ablest debaters that have been 
on the republican side of congress in 
recent years—one of the few young 
men of real ability who have come to 
the front in the republican party in re- 
cent years; and they know that in In- 
diana, a state fhey need and which may 
decide the presidential election, Mr. 
Johnson will prove a most effective 
campaigner. 

Mr. Hanna is welcome to all he can 
get out of the Wellington-Johascn- 
Hoar situation. Senator Hoar has 
presented such a pitiable spectacle that 
evén if he were to take the stump in 
active Campaigning for Mr. Hanna’s 
candidate, he could not possibly affect 
any votes, unless it were to drive them 
in disgust into democratic ranks, The 
old senator seems .to appreciate the 
ignominy of his position, for he has 
refused to make any speeches outside 
of his own state, which is necessarily 
safely republican. He is worse than a 
political nonentity, so far as this cam- 
paign is concerned. Senator Welling- 
ton and Mr. Johnson are, however, de- 
cided entities and they promise to be 
most important factors in the great 
fight against imperialism.

Bermuda. . 


The Washington Post has been elic- 
iting some misleading information 
with respect to Bermuda grass from 
a recent visitor to the capital. The 
Post’s informant says that the grass 
was imported by General Cooper, who 
had a plantation on one of the Georgia 
sea islands; that it is a great nuisance 
on upland because it absorbs every- 
thing; that it grows amd grows and 
cannot be eradicated, and that it calls 
for more moisture than any oth- 
er grass known to The Post’s inform- 
ant. 

All this is contrary to the informa- 
tion and experience of those who have 
been familiar with Bermuda since it 
first sprang up in Greene county in 
this state on the side occupied by 
Wwagoners ag a@.camping place. From 
that point-it has spread all over mid- 
dle Georgia ang has proved to be a 
rich blessing to the farmers. 

We do not know whether it can be 
“eradicated,” for that is a portentous 
term, but it is the most manageable 
of all the hardy grasses. It can be tem- 
porarily killed out in. any given spot 
of ground. It thrives on the poorest 
land and enriches it; and the longest 
drought does not kill it. A Bermuda 
pasture will keep stock in good con- 
ditioh all through the winter. The 
grass loses its color in winter, but not 
its nutritious properties. It is a sun- 
living grass and will not thrive in the 
shade. 

In fine, Bermuda is the finest grass 
to be found in the world for restoring 
the soil, feeding stock and making 
good butter. 


The Negro Vote at the North. 

The Boston Transcript wants to 
know, you know, whether the disfran- 
chisement movement, which had its be- 
ginning in the extreme black belt, will 
gradually make its way across Mason 
and Dixon’s line, and it also wants to 
know, you know, “if it isn’t about time 
to test our constitution and see what 
it ig good for.”

A RESOLUTION WAS INTRODUCED 


Thought by Some That Citizens Were 
Not Given Proper Consideration. 
They Will Doubtless En- 


gage Expert Without 
- Council’s Aid. 


After weeks of the most thorough and 
painstaking investigation the citizens’ 
committee of ten, appointed to look into 
the recent troubles at the water works 
and to suggest a possible remedy, sub- 
mitted to the council yesterday after- 
noon, through the mayor, its report that 
a hydraulic engineer be brought to At- 
lanta at an expense of $50 a day. 

The report was read before the council 
and upon motion was ordered filed. No 
discussion of the paper was indulged in, 
and the matter was disposed of in a most 
hast'y and summary manner. 

Several of the members of the citi- 
zens’ committee regard the council’s ac- 
tion in the light of discourteous treat- 
ment of a matter which they deem of 
the utmost importance. They take the 
position that the recommendation was 
intended in no way to reflect on the 
council and was made simply in the 
spirit 6f the city’s best interests in the 
face of a grave crisis. As such, they 
think the report deserved at least the 
courtesy of consideration. 

While the disposal of the committee’s 
report by the council would seem at 
first to be final, this is by no means 
necessarily the case. On the contrary, 
the sentiment of the committee is 
strong in favor of employing an ron | 
that it is probable the matter will pass 
from the council's hands and that the 
members of the committee will defray 
the expenses of a competent man to At- 
lanta out of their own pockets. This 
will only be done should it be seen that 
the council purposes to disregard the 
recommendation, 


Report Is Filed. 


It was after the disposal of the ma- 
jority report of the eouncil committee 
that the citizens’ report was read. It is 
as follows: 

To His Honor, J. G. Woodward, 
Mayor of Atlanta, City. Dear Sir: 
I am directed by the committee of 
ten, which committee was appointed 
by a representative meeting of Atlan- 
ta citizens, to request of the mayor 
and council that the committee be 
allowed to employ an expert hydraul- 
ic and mechanical engineer to come 
to Atlanta and make a thorough in- 
spection of our system of water 
works, with a view of correcting any 
defects and recommending such addi- 
tions as may be deemed necessary to 
keep pace with the growth of this 
city. 

I sincerely hope that this request 
will be granted. The expense will be 
$60 a day from the time the expert 
leaves home until he returns, with 
the cost of transportation. We esti- 
mate that the total expense will not 
exceed $500, which expense, we hope, 
will be borne by the city.

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THE PASSING THRONG. 

In a recent issue Of The Journal of La- 
‘bor Jerome Jones, the well-known labér 
leader, has an extended editorial in which 
he comments at length on the significance 
of the democratic platform in its relation 
to the labor movement. It is the first 
article bearing directly on this subject 
and will be read with interest by those 
who have followed the rapid growth of 
the labor movement and appreciated the 
‘weight it has in national politics. The 
article follows: 

“The most magnificent plank ever put 
in the platform of a great political party 
in the history of the republic in favor of 
the working people was placed in the 
platform of the democratic party at Kan- 
sas City. 

“It is a strange thing that in all these 
hundreds years, for the first time a great 
political party has come to such recogni- 
tion of the manifest rights of the masses 
and had the courage to declare to the 
world in words of living light. that ‘In 
the interest of American labor and the 
uplifting of the workingmen as the corner 
stone of the prosperity of our country, we 
recommend that congress create a depart- 
ment of labor, in charge of a- secretary 
with a seat in the cabinet,’ and that the 
elevation of American workingmen would 
redound to the prosperity and glory of 
this nation, at home and abroad. 

“These are brave and true words, and, 
while tardily spoken, yet American work- 
ingmen highly appreciate them all the 
same, and every journal of organized |a- 
bor ip the United States should give pube 
lic acknowledgment of such appreciation. 

“This grand declaration of the rights of 
the masses was brought about, too, be- 
cause of the strides which organized labor 
is making everywhere. But for the hun- 
dreds of thousands of workingmen, band- 
ed together for their common weal in 
labor unions and others, and their teach- 
ing the world the true worth and dignity 
of labor, no such plank would have been 
written in the platform of either of th 
great parties in another hundred years. 

‘The farming classes have a member in 
the cabinet, to represent their interests, 
in the person of the secretary of agricul- 
ture, and why should not that other vast 
body of city toilers have like representa- 
tion? : 

“T all working men would thus com- 
bine in labor organizations, what untold 
blessings would result to them and their 
children’s children, and why should they 
not? 

“Trades unfonsm is the best way to 
bring men together for their common 
gxood ever devised by the brain of man. 

‘Primarily it is a purely business insti- 
tution. While the spirit of fraternal love 
runs all through it, and the doctrine of 
the brotherhod of man is its polar star, 
yet ijt is an eminently practical plan of 
operations to get the best price for labor 
ever devised. 

“Party politics hag no direct hold upon, 
or connection with, trades unionism, at 
present. It is well that it has not. All 
sorts of pitfalls would be dug for it by 
designing enemies or stupid friends. 

“Yet were ten million men enrolled 
upon the rosters of trades unions, instead 
of less than three millions, there would be 
less iniquitous systems of wrongs to de- 
stroy the rights of the working classes.”’ 


Writing from Calhoun, Ga., Miss Mamie 
L. Pitts describes at length the magnifi- 
cent showing made by the peach crop in 
that section, Her letter will be read with 
interest; 

“This section of Georgia seems suddenly 
to have been a vast peach orchard. As a 
rule all the orchards are planted on ele 
vations, hence the rains this summer had 
but little effect on the quality of the 
crop. A short distance from here one 
grower has netted $37,000, but even with 
this handsome profit, considers himself 
to have sold at a disadvantage 

“The other day I visited a young or- 
chard crowning one of the hilltops near 
here. As far as the eye could see was 
row after row of low, graceful trees 
laden with blushing fruit. ie 

“At the foot of the hill lies the town 
and with its white church spires silhout- 
ted against the mountains forms a pic- 
ture s0 pleasing to the eye and fancy 
that one realizes it is quite unnecessary 
to take a journey to Switzerland in order 
to see a picturesque village set around 
with mountains of blue and purple and 
amber. At this orchard tke Hilbertas 
were being packed for shipment. The 
packing house is a huge, roughly con- 
structed shed furnished with long tables, 
the tops of which are made of coarse 
white duck. Here the peaches are thrown 
without danger of being prutsed. All 
around were piles of crates, baskets and 
partitions. 

“It was a busy scene. There were 
dozens of men engaged in gathering the 
fruit. The ‘packers,’ as they termed 
themselves, were among the most refined, 
“Intelligent ladies and girls in the town. 
They made of it a holiday season—a time 
set apart for getting in touch with nature 
and filling the lungs with ozone fresh 
from the mountain summits. Dainty 
summer costumes are discarded for black 
linen skirts, percale waists and stout 
shoes. As 1 watched these vwoung women, 
gloved and bonneted, selecting the rosy 
geaches with such care and laying them 
with the greatest precision, exchanging, 
meanwhile, learned opinions on the latest 
books, the complications in China, sclen- 
tific discoveries and other topics, I real- 
ized how infinitely happier our brethren 
with the hoe would be if they only had an 
opportunity of being trained to appreci- 
ate what is elevating in nature, litera- 
ture and art. I went away more than 
ever at enmity with our unnatural moth- 
er, the great state of Georgia, who con- 
tributes so paltry a sum for the educa- 
tion of her babes of poverty, crowded in 
two-roomed hovels. from mountain fast- 
ness to ocean foam,

R. Toombs Robinett, of Oneonta, Ala., 
is in possession of certain facts 
concerning the death of a young confed- 
erate soldier, R. B. Camp, who was shot 
and killed at the home of Mrs. Robinett’s 
father. He is anxious to communicate 
the details to the relatives of the dead 
soldier who are doubtless ignorant of the 
fate he met. The accompanying letter 
explains itself. 

“In 1864, a confederate soldier by the 
name of R. B. Camp, was shot and killed 
at my father’s house. We have often 
tried to find some relative of young Camp 
to whom we could tell what became of 
niin, but so far have failed. Today while 
lcoking over some of my father’s old 
papers I came across a paper which 
young Camp had in his pocket at the 
time he was killed, and from this paper 
I hope yet to be able to locate some one 
of his people.

There Is No Relief in Sight, in Cooler 
Winds or in Rain, and the 
Next Few Days May 
Furnish Startling 
Record,

The hottest weather that ever went 
on record in Atlanta during the morth 
of August was experienced here and 
throughout this section yesterday. The 
thermometer of the local weather bureau 
went above its maximum limit of 96 de- 
grees, registering at 2 v’clozk yesterday 
afternoon .4 of a degree beyond the figure 
which had never before been capped dur- 
ing the month of August, 

The weather conditions for a few hours 
near midday were exasperating. It was 
in fact the first sizzling heat of the sum- 
mer, for the maximum not only surpassed 
anything ever felt in any former corre- 
sponding month, but gave Atlanta its 


hottest heat of the year, 

‘‘What is more,’’ said Director Marbury 
yesterday, ‘there is nothing to promise in 
the way of better weather for the next 
few days. It will probably be just as 
hot, possibly hotter, for some little time 
to come. The only consolation possible 
under such circumstances is the reminder 
that it is just as hot at uther places; The 
low barometer is located now in the north- 
west, and the high barometer in the 
southeast. The area of low barometer 
acts as a great suction, drawing in the hot 
air from the south and southeast, and as 
long as these conditions prevail they are 
principally responsible—the' section of 
country between the two barometers will 
continue to feel the intense heat.”’ 

There ‘s every scientific reason for the 
belief and prediction that today will be. 
even hotter than yesterday. The location § 
of the high and low barometer operates 
with the intense lack of rain to produce 
fever heat conditions. To the exper!- 
enced understanding of ‘the weather bu- 
reau director there is no more rain in 
sight than there is cool weather. With 
the low baremeter northwest of Atlan- 
ta and the high the southeast, the long- 
er the drought Continues, the greater the 
heat will become. 

The air circulating around the areas 
of high and low barometer with a great 
sweep of radius chance to meet just now 
in that thickly populated section of the 
middle-west, where are iocated the cities 
of St. Louis, Omaha, Chicago, Cincinnati 
and Kansas City. The result of the meet- 
ing of the two blasts is to draw in and 
over that section the hot, dry winds from 
the plains, where rain at such season 
is an urknown quantity. The current 
from the southwest sweeps on even to 
New York and New Engiand, and the 
prostrating heat in the east is brouzh¢ 
about in this way. 

The fact that the thermometer did a dis- 
tinguished thing in this city yesterday 
by going up to 96.4 degrees, however little 
such an act is appreciated, will be under- 
stood when it is remembered that only 
five times in past Augusts since the es- 
tablishment -of the bureau has the mer- 
cury gone as high as 9%. This figure 
was reached on the following dates: Au- 
gust 12, 1881; August 7, 1888; August 12, 
1896; August 28, 1897, and August 22, 1899.

They are all farmers ex- 
cept Mr. Sessions, a merchant of Mari- 
etta, and Mr, Carnes, a merchant of Ac- 
worth. | 

The evidence was conclusive and un- 
mistakable, the negro virtually admitting 
the crime. 

Mrs. Inzer on the Stand. 

The evidence was substantially as fol- 
lows: Mrs. Inzer being the first witness 
introduced told the story as heretofore 
about meeting the boy in the road and 
after she had passed him some steps he 
came back to her and committed an as- 
sault, then beating her with a rock. She 
said he first threw one arm around her 
neck, with his hand over her mouth, and 
then dragged her into the ditch beside the 
road. 

She identified the man positively and 
also his clothing and the bundle he had 
and said he was bare-footed, having shoes 
over his shoulder. The clothing he wore 
exactly filled the description she had 
given before he was caught, the corduroy 
trousers and checked shirt with patches. . 

Mr. J. D. Sanders, the man who ar- 
rested the negro, was the next witness. 
He testified to the circumstances of the 
arrest and said that the negro hag told 
him of sleeping in a cotton pen a few 
miles from where the act wags committed 
the night before. As previously publish- 
ed. Mr. Sanders did not know of the out- 
rage when the arrest was made, but ar- 
rested him purely ag a suspicious char- 
acter. 

Sheriff Bishop was the next witness. He 
said the negro had admitted@to him that 
he passed along the road where the crime 
was committed on that day and said he 
met a lady, describing her dress ag Mrs. 
Inzer was dressed that day and said the 
lady got frightened at him and ran and 
fel] down and then he ran. 

Mr. L. J. Kehely, a prominent farmer, 
testified that a negro dressed as this one 
was passed his house about a mile and a 
half from wherg the crime was commit- 
ted on that same afternoon and going in 
that direction. He said he was dressed 
exactly like this negro and had shoes and 
a bundle on hig shoulder. 

Dr. J. M. Moore, Mrs. Inzer’s physi- 
clan; then testified as to the character of 
the injuries and said he went to the 
place described by Mrs. Inzer and saw 
there had been a tussle there. 

Mr. C. F. Carter, the last witnesg for 
the state, stated that he lived at Vinings, 
near the place, and went there the next 
day and gaw where the tussle took place 
and tracked a barefooted man across the 
road and a short distance away from 
there across a corn patch, coming into 
the road again. 

The defendant then made his state- 
ment as follows: 

Statement of Defendant. 

I was going along, and coming by 
Marietta. and I turned off a road on 
yonder side from Marietta. I come 
on until I come to a bridge across 
what they calied a river. It was not 
very large. It was about 2 o'clock 
then—and I come on and met another 
man. He was coming this way and 
says, “Hello, partner,” and I says 
“Hello.” He gays: “Have you got any- 
thing to trade?” and I gays, “No, sir, 
I haven't got anything to trade,” and 
I says, “Which is the road to South 

lina?” He says, “You are going 


and him just changed shirts and pants. 
I come on, I did, down to the bridge. 
That was about sundown. I come on 
down to the bridge, and there was a 
place that turned up sorter that way 
(indicating), and then the road crook- 
ed again, and there was a flat—a sort 
of rocky place down there—and I met 
a woman, I didn’t know who she was, 
no more than nothing—but I met a 
woman. And she was a sort of full- 
faced woman, she looked like to me, 
and she hollered and screamed, and 
I looked back, and she run and fell, 
and then I run into the woods, and 
I went on out into the road that goes 
back towards Atlanta—and I met a 
man—a white man—in the road, and 
asked him which road was it to go to 
South Carolina. He says: “Well, you 
are going right; when you get up there 
where that white house is you turn to 
the right.’’ I got up there and turned 
to my right and I come to a cotton 
house, and I met another fellow— 
that same fellow I met that evening 
and me and him staid in the cottor 
house all night, and then we got out 
of the cotton house and we parted. 
I went on until I come to a white 
house along the side of the road—a 
little place like a store—I think it was 
a store, anda big white thouse on the 
right, and there was a ginhouse on the 
right. I went straight on up that 
road, and met up with a-big fat man 
setting in the porch, and I says, ‘‘Hel- 
lo,”” and he says, “‘Hello,”’ and I says, 
“‘Which is the way to South Carolina?” 
and he says, “Man, you are going 
wrong.’ He says, ‘“‘Back this way is 
the road to South Carolina.” [f turned 
then—stood there a good while first 
and talked, and then I turned on my 
way back to South Carolina and there 
was a buggy come up behind me when I 
got furnenst the church and got a 
little in front of me and that man 
jumped cut and grabbed me. He says 
when he jumped out: “I have got a 
warrant for you.’’ I says, "What 


for?” and he said, “From South Caro- 

lina,” and I said, “All right, sir,” 

and I went on back with him to them 
stores. Gentlemen of the jury, I plead 
for mercy on this case.” 

Mr. Foster (of counsel for defendant— 
Is that all you want to say? 

The Defendant—Yes, sir. I am. so far, 
guilty of the crime, and I hope it is the 
first time that I ever was in trouble be- 
fore. and I hope that it will be the last. 
I haven't much to say. 

Mr. Frye (of counsel for defendant)—Is 
that all you want to say? 

The Defendant—That is about all. 

Mr. Foster—You say that is about al) 
you want to say? 

The Defendant—Yes, sir. 

Convicted and Sentenced. 

Argument for state and defendant was 
made and the judge charged the jury 
and gave them the case, After remaining 
out seven minutes the jury returned a 
verdict of guilty and the judge sentenced 
Robinson to be hanged on the Ist day of 
September. The hanging is ordered to 
be In private within one mile of Cobb 
county courthouse. Till then the negro 


is to be kept in Fulton county jall, where 
he was returned under the military es- 
cort. 

The execution was put as soon as the 
law will allow. Representative Morris 
says he will introduce an amendment to 
the law prescribing the time for execution 
in capital offenses and proposes by the 
amendment to allow execution in. rape 
cases at the expiration of five days after 
conviction, and in public. i 

Messrs. J. Z. Foster and E. W. Frye 
did what they could for the negro, but 
as the evidence was overwhelming and 
he could have been convicted on his own 
statement. there was nothing they could 
do for him. Solicitor Thomas Hutcher- 
son, assisted by Mr. C. H, Griffin, repre- . 
sented the state. 

Solicitor Hutcherson stated to the jury 
that the evidence was overwhelming and 
the defendant’s admissions could not but 
convict him, and he did not argue the 
ease further.

Chairman of Finance Committee In- 
troduced Resolution Authorizing 
This and It Was Passed.

AFTER NINETEEN YEARS 


Thirteen Pardons Were Issued by 
Governor Candler Yesterday. 
The Record Broken.

ARRESTED 


A full pardon was granted to James An- 
drew Hall yesterday, a Muscogee county 
white man whose case goes on record as 
one of the strangest the pardon board has 
ever dealt with. The facts connected 
with Hall’s presence in the penitentiary, 
where he was serving a fifteen years’ sen- 
tence for the crime of horse stealing, had 
they been known sooner would probably 
have led to his immediate pardon upon 
his re-capturd in January of this year. 

James Andrew Hal] is now a man well 
advanced in life, but at the time he was 
convicted for stealing a horse at Colum- 
bus he was nothing but a boy—that was 
in 1872, and the sentence of the court was 
followed immediately by his delivery to a 
penitentiary camp conducted then under 
the old lease system. During the first 
years of his penal service Hal] was hard 
working and industrious and finally was 
made a trusty. He remained a convict 
for nine years and as an example of the 
lax management under the old system he 
was made to act a convict guard for the 
last two years of his stay. Finally the 
boss of the camp became tired of Hall 
and one day the man was told to leave 
the camp for good, although six years of 
his term yet remained to be served. Hall 
returned in spite of the warning to leave 
and it appears from the evidence that no 
form of persuasion could induce him to 
leave off his convict life. Some time 
after that the camp boss came to Hall 
and gave him a gun with ammunition and 
remarked with threatening attitude: 

“You clear out of here now. If I ever 
see your face in this camp again I will 
wear your hide out.” 

Under such circumstances James Hal] 
found it rather hard to stay and, al- 
though he preferred the life of the camp, 
he had no mind to take the whipping 
promised him and go he left for good. 

The Columbus man left Georgia and 
went into Alabama, where he married, 
obtained work and was soon the head of 
a family. He forgot his old convict Hfe 
and congratulated himself that hig o'd 
boss took such extreme measures to get 
rid of him. Nineteen years passed, dur- 
ing which Hall almost forgot that he 
had ever been a convict in an adjoining 
state, when one day a neighbor ascer- 
tained in some manner that the man 
living near him was an escaped. convict 
for whom he presumed a reward had been 
offered. ; 

Thus after nineteen years of freedom 
James Hall was rearrested for his old 
erfme; extradited by the governor of 
Georgia and again clapped in the peni- 
tentiary. this time to serve out the six 
years from which he had escaped, His 
arrest occurred in January of 1900 and 
the facts as set forth in the foregoing 
were presented to the pardon board as a 
reason why the sentence should be com- 
muted to present service. ° 

The board took but a short while to 
reach a decision and yesterday afternoon 
Governor Candler put his signature to 
an order which releases James Hall for 
good from the penitentiary. 

Thirteen Men Pardoned. 

Yesterday proved a gala occasion at the 
statehouse with the biack stripe fra- 
ternity, for all former records were over- 
turned and thirteen men jn all were par- 
doned of offenses varyine from man- 
slaughter to simple larceny.

IT WILL BE LIVELY FIGHT 


Illness of Captain Anderson Post- 
poned Hearing Yesterday. 


JUDGE CANDLER READ THE PAPERS 


Had Them at His Home Last Night 
and Thoroughly Went Over 
Them To Save Time. 


The hearing of the suit of the Central 
Trust Company, which seeks to prevent 
the condemnation of the tracks of the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
will begin this morning at 9 o’clock be- 
fore Judge John 8. Candler in the civil 
branch of the superior court. 

The hearing was to have been had yes- 
terday morning at 10 o'clock, but owing 
to the illness of Captain Clifford L. An- 
derson, leading counsel for the com- 
plainant, a postponement until this morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock was ordered by Judge 
Candler, 

In order to facilitate the hearing, Judge 
Candler took the papers bearing upon 
the case to his home yesterday afternoon 
and spent the greater portion of the 
afternoon and a considerable portion of 
the night in reviewing them. By the 
time for the hearing this morning he 
will have thoroughly gone over the briefs, 
demurrers, answers and other papers. 
This will enable council to proceed at 
once with the introduction of evidence 
and then with the argument, doing away 
with the reading of the papers in the 
case. 

When the hour for the hearing arrived 
yesterday morning Judge Candler rapped 
for order and announced that he was 
ready to take up the case. 

In the courtroom there were present for 
the complainant Captain Clifford L. An- 
derson and Porter King; for the Atlanta 
Railway and Pcwer Company, Colonel 
John B. Gocdwin; for the city, Judge 
James A. Anderson, and for the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company, Alex C. King, 
Morris Brandon. J. Simmons and Charles 
T. Hopkins. 

Captain Anderson, for the complainant,

All this was entirely informal and 
Judge Candler did not intend conveying 
the impression that he had. formed an 
opinion upon any of the questions. 

Judge Gober had issued the orders in 
the case and consequently Judge Candler 
was not familiar with it. He asked if 
the case was the same as the Mitchell 
street condemnation matter, in which he 
had decided in favor of condemnation. 
Mr. King announced that it was an en- 
tirely similar case and that the same 
questions were involved. Captain Ander- 
son contended that there were some new 
features, involving cvustitutional rights, 
in the present suit. 

Other questions of a similar nature were 
asked by Judge Candler. The hearing this 
morning will doubtless be interesting and 
a number of spectators, including mem- 
bers of council, are expected to attend.

De- 
spite the hot wave, with its effect on the 
growing distributive demand, and also because

which it has incited, a more cheerful fecling 
is perceptible in general trade, and the 
boching of fall orders for dry goods, :clothing 
anc hardware at leading western centers ano 
heavy engagements in iron and steel products, 
though at low prices, are of encouraging pro- 
portions. f[rices are not showing the pre- 
cipitate Gecliner noted some time ago, and 
among the really encouraging features are 
the advance in wheat, mainly based on im- 
proved export inquiry. 

Wool is firmer than of late, because of the 
better inquiry, though it must be admitted 
this steadiness is somewhat at the expense of 
rew business. Cotton goods partake of the 
strength of the raw material, due to talk of a 
posible bullish crop report, and where weak- 
ness is atil perceptible, as in brown cottons, 
rrint cloths and wide sheetings, the natural 
corective of reduced production is being iIn- 
creasingly sought. It has been a remarkable 
year in cctton and cotton goods, and, al- 
though the goods market is relatively weaker 
than the raw material, a great deal hinges on 
the next month’s business in dry goods cir- 
cles. It is regarded as certain that with a 
11,00Q,000 bale crop values wil be main- 
ta'ned at prices lower, it is true, than the 
present quotation for raw material, but still 
high wher compared with last or previous 
year’s range. The spring season ‘‘light- 
weight’’ season, has opened with prices 2% to 
10 per cent higher than a year ago, and much 
depends on the attitude of buyers in guiding 
manufactures as to purchases of raw mate- 
rial. While the dry goods demand as a whole 
is still classed as backward for the season, hot 
weather is credited with some of the respon- 
sibility, and the trade attitude as a whole is 
one of hope*ul expediency. 

An immense business in steel products is re- 
ported booked at Pittsburg and Chicago and 
steel bars are really firmer, wit&® an advance of 
$4 per ton announced by western manufac- 
_turers, who have sold their output up to the 
close of the year. Pig iron is still rather 
neglected, but inquiry for this material is 
really better at the south, largely on export 
account, and furnace shut-downs are so num- 
erous as to indicate an adequate realization 
of the fact that the effect of the evil is in 
the output of crude material. Current produc- 
tion is claimed to he the lightest for more 
than a year past, and further announcements 
of shut-downs are scheduled as far ahead as 
September Ist.

The Report Adopted. 

The majority report, as read and adopt- 
ed by council, is as follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., August 10, 1900.—To the Hon- 
orable Mayor and General Council, City of At- 
lanta. Gentiemen: Your joint committee, con- 
sisting of the weterworks committee and spe- 
cial committee, to whom was referred the 
whole question of the cause of the recent 
breaks at the waterworks, and the remedy for 
the same, after a careful investigation of the 
subject, would respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing report and reccmmendations: 

1. We find upon investigation that on or 
about July 3d, about § o’clock in the after- 
noon, there was a snap in the machinery of 
the engine ‘‘Glenn,’’ which is reported to 
your committee as sounding like a pistol shot. 
Spon investigation it was found that the 
noise was caused by the cracking of the occil- 
lating beam near the lower journal. Upon 
breaking up the beam a large sand hole was 
found in close proximity to the crack, which 
proves conclusivcly a defect te have existed in 
the beam. In his expert testimony before the 
committee, Mr. Helmer admitted the defect in 
the beam. 

2. While the “Glenn” was cut of service for 
repairs, it was necessary to use the engine 
“‘Hemphill.’’ After having been used a short 
time after the accident to the ‘‘Glenn,"’ it was 
noticed that a defect, or giving away, had 
occurred to the cross head of the ‘‘Hemphill.’’ 
Upon examination {t was found to be due to 
an unquestioned defect of the croas head in 
forging at the factory. 

3. Your committee find further, while the 
accidents above described were due to the 
causes above enumerated, that it believes 
these accidents to have occurred possibly soon- 
er than they would have, had it not been for 
the irregular and unnecessary pressure often 
put upon these engines, on account of num- 
erous fire alarms; direct connection of ele- 
vators to public buildings, flushing sewers 
from hydrants direct, and by the promiscu- 
ous and often unscientific use of the hydrants 
by city and county employees and convicts. 

' 4. Your eommittee shows further that ft has 
been customary for the past year to increase 
the pressure thirty pounds at the station {m- 
mediately upon receiving a fire alarm. It is a 
fact that for the last two months nineteen out 
of twenty alarms /amount to nothing.

D—That as there are no governors to the 
engines to regulate the steam pressure, we 
recommend that an automatic damper, such as 
suggested by Chief Engineer Travis, be placed 
in the stack. 

E—That the indiscriminate use of hydrant 
wrenches be disapproved and that in the future 
written application be made to the superin- 
terdent of the waterworks and he be required 
to keep a record of date of application, and to 
whom issued and date of return of the wrench. 

F—With reference to the color of the wa- 
ter, about which our citizens are complaining 
80 much, we find that the sand in the filters 
had not been entirely changed during a period 
of six years, while cur: investigations lead us 
to believe that an entire change of said sand 
should under no circumstances be delayed 
loi.ger than three years, and it is even better 
to change once every year. 

G—That we recommend that the filters at 
all times be washed with water from clear 
water basin. 

H—That the break in the valve on the intake 
pipe was the result of tts being jammed in 
closing, and upon examination of same it was 
found to be made of defective material, which 
could not have been detected in its original 
shape. This valve has, been replaced with 
one much heavier in all parts, and it is the 
opinion of your committee that there will be 
no further trouble fron.this royrce. 

I—That we recommend, that a manhole be 
built of brick and of aufficient size to per- 
mit the descent of, a workman who can ex- 
amine and repair the. valye.at.any time. 

J—That the improvements and changes which 
your committee deem of the utmost importance 
for the successful operation of the plant, we 
herewith submit, with the request that the 
funds be provided by a bond issue, or an 
emergency tax levy of one-fourth of one per 
ccnt for one year for {mmediate consfruction 
of the work,

000 gallons in twenty-four hours. 

The purchase of a-15,000,000-galion pump- 
ing engine. 

The construction of a naw house at the west 
end of the boiler room: for the new engine, 
with a separate and distinet connection with 
the reservoir and clear water barin, so as to 
pump from either, if the necessity should arise. 
Also butld a. fire wall through the center of 
the boiler room. and locate the new boilers in 
the west end. This arrangement will give two 
distinct plants that can’ be operated indepen- 
dent of each other. 

The purchase of additional filters, with. ca- 
pacity of not less than 4,000,000 galions in 
twenty-four hours. 

The continuance of the twenty-inch distribu- 
tion main now terminating at the corner of 
Marietta and ‘John streets through the busi- 
ness portion of the city, and the sixteen-inch 
main on Gray street through the western por- 
tion of the city, and enlarge such other mains 
as a more careful study of the subject may 
sug gest.

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PROCLAMATION=—State of Georgia, 
Executive Office, Atlanta.—Submitting 
constitutional amendment regarding pen- 
sions for the widows of confederate sol- 
diers to a vote of the people at the next 
genera! election. 

Whereas, the general ass¢mbly of 1899 
passed by a constitutional majority the 
following act, to-wit: 

“An act to amend section 1, article 7, 
paragraph 1, of the constitution of Geor- 
gia, so as to extend the provisions of 
said section, article and paragraph to the 
widows of confederate soldiers, who, by 
reagon of age and poverty, or infirmity 
and poverty, or blindness and poverty, are 
unable to provide a living for: themselves, 
and for other purposes.”’ 

Section 1.-Be is enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby en- 
acted by authority of the same, that sec- 
tion 1. article 7, paragraph 1, of the con- 
stitution of Georgia be, and the same is 
hereby amended by inserting after the 
word ‘‘service’’ in the 13th line, the fol- 
lowing words: ‘‘or who, by reason of age 
and poverty, or infirmity and poverty, or 
blindness and poverty are unable to earn 
a living for themselves,” so that said 
section. when so amended, will read as 
follows, to-wit: “‘To supply the soldiers 
who lost a limb. or limbs in the military 
service of the confederate states, with 
substantial drtificial limbs, during life; 
anf to make suitable provisions for such 
confederate soldiers as may have been 
otherwise disabled or permanently injured 
in such service; or who by reason of 
age arid poverty, or infirmity and pov- 
erty or blindness and poverty, are unable 
to provide a living for themselves, and 
for the widows oy such confederate sol- 
diers as may have died in the service of 
the confederate states, or since, from 
wounds received therein, or disease con- 
tracted in. the service, or who, by rea- 
son of age”and poverty, or infirmity and 
poverty or blindness and poverty, are 
unable to provide a living for themselves; 
provided that the act shall only apply to 
such widows as were married at the time 
of such service, and have remained un- 
married since the death of such soldier 
husband.’”’ 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, that if 
this amendment shall be agreed to by two- 
thirds of the members of the general 
assembly, of each house, the same shall 
be entered on their journals with the 
yeas and nays taken thereon, and the 
governor shall cause the amendment to 
be published in one or more of the newa- 
papers in each congressional district for 
two months immediately preceding the 
next general election, and the same shall 
be submitted to the people at the next 
general election, and the voters thereat 
shall have ‘written or printed on their 
tickets. “For ratification of section l, 
article 7, paragraph 1, of the constitution 
of this state,”’ or “‘‘Against ratification of 
section 1, article 7, paragraph 1, of the 
constitution of this state’’ as they may 
choose; and if a majurity of the electors 
qualified to vote for members of the next 
genera] assembly, voting, shall vote in fa- 
vor of ratification, then said amendment 
shall become a part of said article 7, 
section 1, paragraph 1, of the constitution 
of this state. and the governor shall make 
proclamation thereof. R 

Section 3 repeals conflicting laws. Ap- 
proved Decembér 21, 18%. 

Now. therefore, I, Allen D. Candler, 
governor of said state, do issue this, my 
proclamation hereby declaring that the 
foregoing proposed amendment of the con- 
stitution is hereby submitted, for ratifi- 
cation, or rejection, to the voters of this 
state, at the genera! election to be held 
on Wednesday, October 3, 1900, as provid- 
ed in said act.
